'flic Itcvolutioii In Tustjnhy, 


FLORENCE, April 27, 1850. 


Florence I;as this day been the scene of n 


draina hitherto perhaps unknown in the 
world—a bloodless, .revolution. 
A week 


since the throne of the Grand Jjuke seemed 


potentates In limes of popular commotion j 
lor the last few days, however, the excite- 
ment has been gradually rising among a|l 
classes, turning to know the course the 
Grand DuVe intended to pursue in the now 
inevitable struggle. 
The procrastination 


oftlie Court has vastly increased this feel- 
ing, and, though a week since a declaration 
of neutrality'might possibly' havu cheeked 
for the moment the passions ot the people, 
it was Icit throughout yesterday that noth- 
ing short of an immediate decision in 
favor 


of Piedmont could prevent a popular demon- 
stration, which could liuve but one issue. 


Gen. Furrai, the head ol Ihe Tuscan forces, 
yesterday sent in his resignation, 
while 


rather than abdicate in favor of the Here- 
ditary Archduke. 
An address was imme- 


diately issued to the people, declaring that 
Leopold II., though his opinions coincided 
with those ofTuscany, was on the point of 
abandoning his country a second time, with 
all his family. 
In order to avoid allowhi! 


the country to run the risk of a state of 
anarchy, a Junta was in process of forma- 
tion, which, without wishing in any way to 
influence Ihe future, would undertake to 
maintain order, and give up its authority 
at the earliest possible moment. 
In the 


mean time, the wishes of the army of Tus- 
cany would be satisfied, and tho Dictator- 
ship ofTuscany offered to Victor Emman- 
uel during the war. 
Gen. Ulloa, it contin- 


ued, the illustrious defender of Venice, was 
already on his way to Florence, sent by the 
King of Piedmont. 
The Tuscan army 


would be proud to find him at its head.— 
Afcr an exhortation to order, the first and 
most solemn act of patriotism, the address 
wound up with the statement that the 
names of 
the 'Provisional Government 


would be given at the earliest moment. 


At 8 the Grand "Duke, with his family 


and a band of officers (to sec.him safely to 
the frontier), left Florence by the Portn 
Rotnana, and, crossing the iron bridge 
above the city, made the circuit of the 
walls, and followed the; road to Bologna 
from the Porta San Gallo.
